“(Contributed ) 


Tt may now be ‘considered os certain that ; 
tho Chinose Government has at lant given : 
way and that it is propared to sanction on 
principle ‘the construction of Railways. ; 
Tho evont hoa given rise, as was to be 
expected, to pmons of. rejoicing: on all H 

-handa, and no doubt it is the most import- 
‘ant step in advance that has yet boon made | 
in modern China, .But now that ‘the first 
jubilation is over, it may be well to look 
round and sco’ aftor all how far we have 
got. There isa tendency on the part of 
many to make out that the whole thing is 
done nov that the Governmont has given its 
congent, and that it is merely a question of 
timo before wo shall seo China covered with 
its trunk lines and iti. branch Hines from 

7 Mongolis to Canton, Look, they toll nu, 
how quickly telegraph fines aro being run 
up ; inn Vory short time no.town of insport- 
ance will be outside. of ‘the telographic 
ciryle, and ao it will be with Railways. I 
do not wish to cast. damper on theso 
pleasant, prognostications, but there are 
various circumstances that lead me to take 
a more prosaic view of tho facta, and indowd 
to beliovo thet, ao far from boing within 
sight of tie gaol, China has barely yet 
commenced to run, tho Imporial fiat not- 
withstanding. 2 
_ In tho first place there is all the ditter- 
ence in the world between a telegraph line 
and a railway, thongl, we tatially associate 
them together, in regard to cost.’ A line of 
tolograph can be run up fora mere bagatelle 
and interferes: with nobody, Railways, 
oven now a duyn, coat in England os much 
a3 £9,000 to £0,000 a milo for a single line 
‘of rails, and, thongh in Chinathore is all the 
advantage of cheap Inbour and cheap Jant, 
there is ou the other hand the extra cost of 
transport and the extra expenditure of skill- 

- ed European supervision, ao that the cast 
cannot bo eniculaied at less than the former 
of these sums, which indeed was about what 
the Woosung experiment cost. The ox- 
pongo of building oven'the short lino from 
Taku to Tungchow, ‘a distance of say 100 
miles, would amount therefore to ‘the sum 
of nearly a million sterling, while cither of 
the trunk lines which have beon spokur 
of, sey from Tientsin to Chinkiang or Pov 
king to Hankow, would cost probably fro 
£10,000,000.to £16,000,000. 

Tho question then arises~-where is the 
money tv come from t; and I may answer 
without hesitation certainly not from Chinn. 
The frst short section, which will probably 
oo from Taku, to Tiontsin, will no doubt be 
made with native capital. The officials pro- 
muting the acheme, Li Hung-chang, Liv 
Ming-chuan, and othors perhaps seo their 

ay co far, And I may remark, iu passing, 

will bo of the utmost moment to get a 
eginning made so-far, even if no'more 
gress ehould be made'for years, It’ willl, 
very much easier to push on further de-

The prosont 
rate at which the Chinese Government can 
borrow in 8 per cent, No doubt if ‘they 
were to go about it in the right way and 
announce that the Joan was for o railway, 
they might.get money on somewhat better 
torins, but scarcely I boliove under 7 per 
cont, Now.itis out of the: question that 
railways in’ Chinn, all over, will for a great 
number ‘of years. pay 7 per cent. on the 
outlay, Ocrtain sections will, no doubt; 
the line from Tientsin to Peking for cxam- 
ple might pay 10-per cent..and so mnight a 
line from Shanghai ta Suuchow, but take 
ther all over, including this consideration 
that the trunk Lines will be planned. rather 
with » view to military purpascis than: for 
local trafic, and it is, I fear, cortain that 
the Government borrowing money at 7 per 
cent, ur even at 6 per cont, would for a 


run, I. doubt not, both country and 
Government would bo guinors, but in the 
present hand. to mouth condition of the 
Jatier this cannot but bea consideration.
